The  applieation  shoid<l 
lie  made  in  tiie  manner  provided  hy  Hule  44. 

.\s  soon  as  the  candidate  olitains  liis  certificate  (Form  III,  in  Appen- 
dix) he  sliould  prepare  his  Articles,  (Form  IV,  in  Appendix),  and  liave 
tlit>m  executed  ami  tiled.  He  should  tiiereupon.  without  delay,  apply  for 
a<lmission  to  the  liaw  Society  as  a  Student-at-Lnw,  (Rules  48  to  50)  and 
he  entered  on  the  Koll,  and  receive  his  certificate  (Form  l.\,  in  Appendi.x.) 

Service  in  a  S(dicitor's  otfice  ipialitii's  hoth  for  admission  as  a  Solicit- 
or of  the  Su|)reme  (.'ourt,  and  for  call  to  (he  Har,  provided  that  tiie  candi- 
date is  duly  entered  hoth  as  an  Articled  Clerk  and  as  a  Student-at-Law. 
Mere  attendance  in  a  Harrister's  ('hand)ers  does  not  qualify  for  call,  for 
the  Dejrree  of  Barrister  is  conferred  only  upon  Solicitors  of  at  least  one 
year's  siiindin>f.  The  distinction  hetween  Articled  Clerks  and  Students- 
at-Ijaw  is  little  reco<;nized  in  the  Profession,  for  the  reason  that  each  per- 
son serves  in  both  cajjacities  at  the  same  time.  It  is,  however,  well  to  re- 
memher  that  one  who  has  heen  permitted  to  enter  under  .Vrticles,  and  is 
pursuiiifr  tlu'  course  necessary  to  qualify  him  for  admission  as  a  Solicitor, 
is  desifrnated  an  Articled  Clerk;  while  on  the  other  hand,  one  who  has 
U'cn  admitted  into  the  Society  and  is  i)ursuin>r  the  course  necessary  to 
qualify  him  for  call  to  the  Bar,  is  designated  a  Student-at-Law. 

After  the  candidate  has  entered  under  Articles  and  hecome  a  Student- 
at-Law,  six  examinations  await  him.  viz.:  The  four  Intermediate  E.xam- 
inations.  The  K.xamination  for  Certificate  of  Fitness,  and  tlie  Exam- 
ination for  Call  to  the  Bar.  A  careful  perusal  of  the  Rules  and  the  Curri- 
culum of  Study  will  enahle  the  student  to  discover  the  various  steps  to  he 
taken  in  order  that  he  nujy  present  himself  in  due  course  at  these  ex- 
aminations, as  well  as  the  standard  of  knowledge  demanded  thereat.  After 
due  KTviie  and  a  .strict  ohservame  of  the  Rule>,  the  successful  candidate 
will  le  enrolled  as  a  Solicitor  of  the  Supreme  Court,  and  receive  a  Certi- 
ficate fi-Din  the  Re;i.stiar  of  the  Supreme  Court  a;  conlin  riy.  After  the

Convocation — 

1.  Resolved— Thixt  the  I.aw  Society  of  Newfounfiland  was  estab- 
lished by  Aft  of  the  Lefrislature  of  Newfoundland.  4  Wm.  IV,  Cap.  23, 
(2nd  session.  12th  of  June.  1834)  section  1  of  which  Statute  enacta  that 
"it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  persons  now  admitted  to  practice  in 
-tlie  law.  and  practisiufr  at  the  Bar  of  any  of  His  Majesty's  Courts  of  this 
"Island,  to  form  themselves  into  a  Society  to  be  lalled  'The  I^aw  Society 
••of  Newfoundland'  as  well  for  the  establishing;  of  order  amongst  them- 
"selves  as  for  the  purpose  of  securing;  to  the  Island  and  to  the  profession 
-a  learned  and  honourable  body,  to  assist  their  fellow  subjects  as  occasion 
-may  require,  and  to  support  and  maintain  the  constitution  of  the  Island." 

2.  Resolved— That  under  that  Act  all  persons  duly  entered  of  the

Sorirty.  to  mak.'  such  rules  and  regulations  as  mi-ht  be  deemed  necessary 
,,r  [iro[icr  for  the  Government  of  the  Society. 

4.  Resoln-d-  That  bv  Rule  (U  of  the  said  Society,  passed  by  the 
>aid  Societv  on  the  1st  of  .lulv  ls:il.  at  the  first  meetin-  summoned  pur- 
suant to  the  3rd  Section  of  that  Act.  and  ap|.roved  of  by  the  .Tudjres  accord- 
in-  to  the  said  Statute  on  the  (itb  of  January  183fi,  it  was  provided  that 
the  Benchers  of  the  said  Society  for  the  time  bein-  (who  by  the  seventh 
section  of  the  said  Act  are  declare.)  to  lie  a  corporate  body)  should 
be  considered  Governors  of  the  said  Society  and  have  full  power  to  make 
such  Rules  and  Regulations  from  time  to  time  as  should  or  might  be  neces- 
sary for  the  welfare  of  the  Society.

1889)  it 
was  enacted  (Sec.  1)  that  the  Law  Society  of  Newfoundland  shall  con- 
fJTiije  as  at  present  constituted,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  that  Act,  and 
to  the  Bye-Laws,  Resolutions.  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  said  Society 
in  force  at  the  time  that  Act  takes  ..ITect.  except  so  fiir  as  the  same  are  in- 


consistent  with  that  Act.  until  altered  by  the  Bi'.uhers  of  the  said  Society, 
pursuant  to  that  Act ;  and  it  was  further  enacted  (Sec.  2)  that  the  Treas- 
urer and  Benchers  of  the  said  Society  heretofore  incorporated,  and  their 
successors,  shall  continue  to  be  a  body  corporate  and  politic  by  the  name 
of  "The  Law  Society  of  Newfoundland.'"

on  its  books  as  Students  or  Barristers-at-law.  but  leave  them  members 
of  the  Law  Society  of  Xewi'oinMllaiul.  thou-li  wA  nienil.ers  of  the  corimra- 
tion  of  "The  Law  Society  of  Xcwfoiiiiilland."' 

8.  Resolved— Th&t  the  powers  conferred  b\  the  said  Acts  upon  the 
Treasurer  and  Benchers,  as  well  as  all  other  powers  with  which  they  have 
been  entrusted,  are  held  by  the  said  Benchers  in  trust  for  the  benefit  of  the 
said  Society  at  large,  and  not  for  the  benefit  of  the  corporation  only. 

0.  Whereas,  by  the  Act  4  Wm.  IV,  Cap.  23.  it  is  provided  that  cer- 
tain niles  and  regulations  made  at  the  first  meeting  of  the  Society  (July 
1,  1834)  necessary  for  the  immediate  establishment  of  the  Society  and  its 
future  welfare,  and  such  other  rules  and  regulations  as  may  in  time  to 
come  be  then  and  there  necessary,  shall  receive  the  approbation  of  the 
Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court  as  visitors : 

And  u-hereas.  by  the  Act  52  Vic.  Cap.  22.  it  is  enacted  that  the 
Benchers  of  the  Law  Society  may  for  certain  purposes  therein  expressed, 
make  Rules  and  Regulations,  without  providing  that  the  approbation  of 
the  said  Judges  shall  be  necessary  tx.  give  ellect  and  validity  to  such  Rules 
and  Ucgulatioiis,  except  in  certain  matters  therein  mentioned:

Bv  the  Benchers  of  the  Ijaw  Society  of  Newfoundland,  with  the  approba- 
tion of  the  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Judicature,  as  Visitors

1.  Tliis  Cliaptcr  may  lie  cited  as  "The  Law  Society  Act.'" 

2.  'I'lu-  Law  Society  of  Xewfouiidlaiid  shall  continue  as  at  present 
(on.-titiited,  sulijwt  to  the  provisions  of  this  Chapter,  and  to  the  hye-laws, 
rcsolntioiis.  rules  and  rcirulations  of  the  said  Soi-iety  in  force  on  the  first 
day  of  June.  A.  D.  I'JKJ.  except  so  far  as  the  same  are  inconsistent  with 
this  Chapter,  until  altered  by  the  Benchers  of  the  said  Society,  pursuant  to 
this  Chapter. 

3.  The  Treasurer  and  Benchers  of  the  said  Society,  heretofore  in- 
corijoratcd,  and  their  successors,  shall  continue  to  l)e  a  body  corporate  and 
politic  by  the  name  of  '"The  Law  Society  of  Newfoundland,"  and  may 
|)urclia>('.  take,  jwssess.  and  after  ac(iuiring  the  same,  sell,  lease,  or  depart 
with  any  lands  and  chattels,  real  or  personal,  for  the  purposes  of  the  said 
Sociity.  Iiut  for  no  other  jjurpose,  and  may  execute  all  matters  pertaining 
to  them  to  do.

the  first  ballot,  and  the  member  or  members  obtaining  the  largest  number 
of  votes  upon  such  new  ballot  shall  be  declared  elected. 

14.  No  i)erson  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  an  election  if  he  has 
ceased  to  practice  his  profession  or  unless  all  his  fees  to  the  Law  Society 
have  l^en  paid. 

15.  (1)  The  Secretary  of  the  Law  Society  shall,  in  the  term  previ-

tract shall  be  deemed  sufficient.
